WOMAN CHARGES HUSBAND IN POLICE COURT WITH MURDER OF INFANT CHILD 


Scottish Ranch Owner Executed 
Without Trial on Flimsy Charge 
Of Attempt on Life of Gen. Villa 


Storm of Indignation Among Foreign Residents of Mexico Caused 
by Execution—Dead Man Was Widely Known Throughout 
Necrthern Portion of the Cofntry—Went to Villa Alone and 
Unarmed to Protest Against Depredations of Rebels on His 
Ranch—Secretary Bryan Orders Immediate Investigation 


Feb, 20—William 
Benton, of El Paso, a Scotchman and 
a subject of Great Britain, is dead. 
The death of the man is confirmed by 
Pancho Villa, and was communicated 
to the widow here by United States 
Consul, T. Edwards, of Juarez, My- 
stery surrounds the report of the 
death, Wm. Benton, a cousin of the 
dead man, confirmed the report. 

Consul Edwards told Mrs. Benton. 
that her husband was dead in 
Juarez, The cousul said: “Pancho 
Villa has confirmed this. He had 
asked him not to make his statement 
Public. 

Benton was executed Tuesday night 
aiter a trial by a military court in 
Juarez, of which Frederi.o Goneaies 
Gareza was the head, according to 
What appears to be a correct version 
ot the affair.

NO KNOWLEDGE 
HERE OF ISSUE 


In the regular cable report 
of the London stock market 
this morning it was announ- 
ced that a block of Alberta 
treasury bills amounting to 
50000 pounds and to mature 
in December, had been placed 
yesterday at 3 3-4 per cent, A 
Canadian Associated Press 
despatch this afternoon seems 
to confirm the announcement, 
but inquiry at the previncial 
treasury department elicits 
the information that the de- 
partment, has no knowledge 
of such an issue of treasury 
bills. 

It is further stated Ly of- 
ficials of the department that 
the rate of discount on trea- 
sury notes is at present less 
than it bas been for three 
years, indicating a very much 
greater demand for treasury 
bills than can be supplied.

Fire Now Is Raging in Great In- 
stituticn in Old City of 
Quebec 


CHURCH IS RUINED AND 
MAIN BUILDING WILL GO 


Loss Now Is $100,000 —If Both 
Buildings Are Destroyed Loss 
Will Be $500,000 


Moatreal, Que, Feb. 20—Shortly 
after noon today the Convent of the 
Grey Nuns, one of the largest insti- 
tutions, and ont of the biggest groups 
of buildings in Canada, caught first, 
and at 1.40 it looks as if the whole 
group of buildings is doomed. Some 
nuns were cleaning a section of floor- 
ing with turpentine, and in order to 
dry it up one of them applied a 
match to it. The woodwork caught 
fire, and the women’s department, in 
which the turpentine had been used, 
was soon ablaze. The fire brigade 
was called and extinguished the fire, 
but failed to notice that in the mean- 
time the blaze had communicated to 
the interior of the church in some 
mysterious manner,

flames had gained such headway that

“You keep quiet and never say 
anything about this to anyone or I'll 
quiet you the same as I have quieted 
the kid,” he said. 

He then made me 
knees, said Mrs. Torjuck, and with a 
knife in his hand compelled me to 
swear that 1 would never tell any- 
one or ever say anything about it 

The story as told by Mrs, Torjuck 
explained how he had then gone to 
Dauphin and had sent men to her 
with lettets. She believed he sent 
them to see if she would say any- 
thing about it She never teld al- 
though she lived in mortal terror of 
him. Sometime in 1907 when he was 
back living at Sifton with her he at- 
tempted to murder the oldest child, a 
boy. He selzed the boy, holding him 
between his knees and trying to open

The Alsip Brick and Supply Co. are 
installing $15,000 worth of new ma- 
chinery and equipment for the up to 
date manufacturing of sand lite brick 
by the wet pan system. 

During 1913 this company had a 
capacity of about 50,000 brick in a 
ten hour day and employed an aver- 
age of 35 brick makers and 12 teams 
for delivering brick. This company 
uses a local supply of raw material— 
sand from Alberta's hills, lime 
from the eastern slope ef the Rocky 
Mountains, and water from the Sas- 
katchewan river. The supply of raw 
material is uniimited. The manufac- 
tured products are sold and used in 
building up the city of Edmonton and 
the towns of Alberta and even some of 
the B.C. towns, Alsip brick is ship- 
ped north to Athabasca, west to Mc- 
Bride, east to Lloydminster, and south 
as far as necessary to co-operate with 
the Calgary plant of the same com- 


pany. The Alsip Brick Company 
have plants at Edmonton, Calgary, 
Saskatoon and Winnipeg. The Ed- 


monton plant is holding its own and 
keeping pace with the general de- 
velopment of the city and district

CAPITAL BOX OU, MAKES 
BOXES FOR OTHER FACTORIES 
Trade in boxes develops as does 
that of butter, biscuits, candy, shirts, 


egs, ham and bacon. Doubled pay- 
roll last year, To double .apacity 
next. 


The development of one industrial 
establishment helps to develop others, 
This is true in regard to the Capital 
City Box Company, Limited, under 
the management of Neil Mclntyre, 
who in July, 1912, established a box 
factory near the main line of the 
C.N.R., opposite Shand avenue. 

They started with 15 workmen, and 
during 1913 they employed at times 
as many as 30 men. Now when the 
demand for boxes has slackened 22 
men are on the pay roll of this box 
factory. During 1914 the company 
expect to double their capacity for 
box-making by enlarging the build- 
ing and installing new machines. 
Their present building is a frame one 
storey building, 60 x 100 feet. 

Use for Native Lumber, 

One feature of this factory is the 
use made of native poplar lumber. 
This makes « market value for po- 
plar trees that will saw into boards 
4 inches wide. Heretofore such trees 
on the farms were only good for fuel 
or fencing or for poles for rude farm 
buildings. But at such a _ factory 
even 4 inch poplar has a market 
value at $13 per thousand. This fac- 
tory consumes, on an average in a 
month, about 150,000 feet of poplar 
and spruce. 

They have 20 machines, each 
Operated by an individual motor. The| 
nailing machine is capable of nail- 
ing 1,200 biscuit boxes per day. 
Another machine used in making 
butter boxes cuts the mitre lock 
corners on 20 ends or sides at one

The location on 
their own siding of the C.N.R. makes 
it convenient for importing lumber 
or exporting boxes by the carload to 
out-of-town customers all over Al- 
berta and even in Saskatchewan, But 
there is noed for improvement in the 
roads leading to this factory. They 
are only trails, and in the wet weather 
very muddy and rough. A big rack 
load of empty boxes is an awkward 
load to haul over rough roads.

Upor 
arriving at Fort Saskatchewan, on thi 
evening of December 24th, he was re 
fused a room at the hotel where Mrs 
Bettamy worked, whereupon he se- 
ereted himself in a room opposite the 
one occupied by the woman, from 
which point he kept a watch on he 
door. 

As the Christmas belis rang ou 
their midnight cheer, two male cooks 
of the hotel called at the room to ex 
tend Christmas greetings and it is 
alleged that one of these attempted 
to emphasize his greeting to Mrs 
Bettamy with a kiss, whereupon it is 
alleged the accused sprang forward 
and fired two shots, one of which 
penetrated the overcoat of one of 
the men, the other piercing the ki- 
mona worn by the wornan.

HOADLEY WANTS 
TO MAKE CALGARY 
BIG STOCK CENTRE 


Conservative Whip Will Urge His 
Proposals Upon the Federal 
Ministers 
CALGARY, Feb. 19.—-Complete 
government control of the live stock 
industry, with mammoth yards, an 
abattoir, cold storage plant and pack- 
ing plant located in Calgary, the logi- 
eal stock centre of the province, will 
be urged on the federal authorities 
by George Hoadley, M.LA. for Oko- 
toks, and chief Conservative whip in 
the Alberta house. The proposal is
